But Moncricff said die ministry 
has increased funding to universi- 
ties and lifted the spending freeze 
on university capital projects. 

Said Snowdon, “I guess if stu- 
dents come out strongly against it 
(proposed tuition fee increases) 
somebody has to ask what is the 
alternative.” 

The Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents’ chair Shelley Potter is op- 
posed: "The minute you start in- 
creasing the student costs and up- 



ping the user fees (tuition fees), 
people stop going.

And Potter said relying on stu- 
dent loans to help pay increased 
tuition fees won’t work.

Saskatchewan (CUP)— Engi- 
neering "humour" all over Canada 
is being challenged widi legal and 
administradvc acdon because of 
racism, sexism and homophobia. 

A referendum held at McGill 
last week in conjunction widi Engi- 
neering Undergraduate Society 
elections decided the Plumber's 
Pot's future. The engineers voted in 
favourof starting“a new humouris- 
lic publication," which would be 
funded by the EUS but vetted by die 
Women’s Union in order to prevent 
the publication of sexist material. 

An eight-year legal battle 
involving The Red Eye , die engi- 
neering students’ newspaper at die 
University of Saskatchewan, may 
soon be resolved by the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

The Saskatchewan Court of 
Appeal ruled in February that the 
provincial Human Rights Commis- 
sion was wrong when it found diat 
two issues of the paper, dated Octo- 
ber 1979 and February 1981, vio- 
lated the Human Rights Code. 

“That the impugned content of 
the two editions constitutes an af- 
front to die dignity of women is 
clear, but whether its publicauon in 
whole or in part offends the code is 
anodicr question," wrote J ustice S J. 
Cameron in die iwo-to-onc major- 
ity decision. 

Cameron said diat section 14 of 
the code docs not apply to state- 
ments either written or oral, but

AssociaUon’s newspaper The Rc- 
bogge, which published personal 
attacks on women who had com- 
plained about engineering pubnight 
posters 

The board has the power to 
cxpcll, suspend or fine the staff. A 
ruling is expected in April. 

In a referendum last term much 
like McGill’s, University of Toronto 
engineering students decided to let 
their paper, The Toike Oike , go on 
being published without any 
changes in structure or contenu 

The vote determining the fate ol 
the newspaper was called after U of 
T president George Connell ex- 
pressed “disappointment and dis- 
gust" over the content of the Octo- 
ber 10 issue. 

The editors of the engineering 
newspaper at Carlcton University 
in Ottawa recently apologized for a 
homophobic articlcaftcr a coalition 
of homosexual and human rights 
groups threatened to take it to the 
provincial human rights commis- 
sion. 

Ryerson’s Golden Ram has also 
recently come under attack. Engi- 
neering Student Society president 
Peter Vert has refused to sign an 
agrccmcntgivingadminisinilionilic 
right to censor “sexist, racist or oth- 
erwise offensive material.”

Sachs to speak 

The explosion shook a cily block. Exiled South African lawyer and 
constitutional scholar Albic Sachs was climbing into his car last April on 
a sidcstrcct of Maputo, the capital of Mozambique. The bomb in Sach’s car 
blew off most of his clothes, one of his arms and removed one of his eyes. 

Sachs was the latest victim of a worldwide assassination campaign 
aimed at opponents of the South African Apartheid regime. Unlike many 
others, Sachs lived to tell the talc, and will do so at the McGill Faculty of 
Law, Wednesday March 15 at 13h00 in die Moot Court. 

Sachs is at present a visiting scholar at Columbia University in New 
Y ork. He is being brought to Montréal by IntcrAmicusand Lawyers for So- 
cial Responsibility (LSR). 

Albic Sachs is a rare phenomenon: aprominent white South African pro- 
fessional who abandoned practice as an Advocate at the Supreme Court of 
South Africa to devote his life to die overthrow of white minority rule in 
South Africa. 

He rose to prominence during the early 1960’s in the now-banned 
African National Congress (ANC), led by imprisoned lawyer Nelson 
Mandela. His participation in die non-violent resistance campaign of the 
1960's led to Sachs being imprisoned widioul trial fora number of 90 and 
180 day periods. 

Along with many others of his ANC comrades, Sachs decided to leave 
South Africa in die mid- 1960’s to work on die overdirow of the South 
African government from abroad. He went to the University of Southamp- 
ton in England, where he embarked on l.is study of conslitudonal develop- 
ment for post-apardicid South Africa. 

Sachs moved to Mozambique in 1 977, one of South Africa’s neighbour- 
ing black states, where he taught in the Faculty of Law and worked for the 
Mozambique Ministry of Justice. In the latter capacity he drafted a number 
of new laws for the recently liberated country, and in the formcrcslablishcd 
an international reputadon as a lcadingconsdtutional scholar in die voladlc 
Soudicrn African context. 

It is believed that his work for the ANC caused a nervous Soudi African 
government to attempt to assassinate him, but Sachs is unsilcnccd. The 
meeting at McGill is a rare opportunity for the McGill community to hear, 
question and honour a courageous legal campaigner for human rights.

To the Daily: 

We have observed the growth of 
META on the McGill campus. 
While it is not possible here to note 
all the problems as well as good 
intentions of diis group, it is neces- 
sary to comment on its views on the 
scientific utility of animal research 
as expressed in a recent Hyde Park. 

Animals in general can be used 
as reliable anatomical, physiologi- 
cal, developmental and cellular 
models in the study of human biol- 
ogy. These arc the same studies, 
incidentally, which arc responsible 
for the eradication of smallpox in 
this century and the continuing ef- 
fort to combat AIDS and cancer. 
These models arc useful because of 
diccxtrcmc biochemical and physio- 
logical homology between mice, 
men, and die rest of the higher ver- 
tebrates. Statements to the contrary 
arc either ignorant of some basic 
biology or arc intentionally decep- 
tive. 

That established, some oppo- 
nents of medical research on ani- 
mals might forward something like 
the use of cell cultures, plastic or 
computer models, or animals that 
died of ‘natural’ causes. This is an 
example of unschooled mechanics 
giving ad vice on auto repair. Plastic 
or computer models can only simu- 
late known phenomena or struc- 
ture, and cell cultures and skunks 
scraped off llic roadside arc not 
always suitable models for every- 
thing researchers need to study. 

Protecting the environment, stop- 
ping gratuitous and/or unnecessary 
cruelty, and ensuring scientific 
conclusions arc drawn only from 
homologous mechanisms or mod- 
els arc commendable ends. How- 
ever, disseminadng false informa- 
tion and trying to blind reason with 
emotion arc deplorable means. It 
would also be appropriate if the 
‘antivivisecdonist’committecprop- 
crly distinguished between not dis- 
secting live animals (its name) and 




not using animals in research (its 
position). The latter would stop most 
biological research today and cripple 
the rest. It would be better if we 
addressed these problems knowl- 
edgeably and responsibly.

Whether 
they become faster, more accurate, or 
more invisible, the common denomi- 
nator between new systems is an 
increased capability for surprise at- 
tacks. 

As a faster, more accurate and 
more invisible version of an already 
dangerous predecessor, die stealdi 
cruise becomes exceedingly difficult 
to justify as anything but a “first- 
strike" weapon. 

And the modemizadon continues. 
"Stealdi technology actually repre- 
sents die second stage in a dircc- 
stage development program," says 
Peter Ramsey, coordinator for End 
the Arms Race. “At this point we’re 
still dealing with subsonic missiles. 
Butwhat’son diedrawing board now 
is a supersonic cruise missile which 
incorporates stealdi technology.” 

Canadian government officials 
have admitted diat the stealdi missile 
has first-strike capacity but dicy ar- 
gue it would take about five hours for 
a subsonic cruise to reach Moscow, 
while intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles take only 20 minutes.

The real problem for arms control 
negotiations is that professional mili- 
tary in the U.S. and die Soviet Union 
arc looking for an arms control agree- 
ment dial will ‘dc facto’ disguise 
some dimensions of superiority, says 
Ross. 

For the U.S. Air Force, the cruise 
missile is one of the programs to be 
protected. But if the U.S. Congress 
goes ahead with the stealth cruise and 
the B-2 stealdi bomber, a clear signal 
is sent to die Soviet Union dial 
Americans arc not interested in genu- 
ine strategic balance. 

Says Ross, “It will be extremely 
difficult if significant numbers of 
these (stealth) weapons arc produced 
to convince die Soviets that an arms 
control agreement will be worth the 
paper it’s written on— and diat the 
Americans haven’t lucked a couple 
away for some late-night emergency 
in 2003.” 

Such a negative perception on the 
Soviets’ part could tip the balance in

In a February interview, Igor 
Lobanov, an official at the Soviet 
Embassy in Ottawa, acknowledged 
the Soviet Union was developing its 
own cruise missile program. 

If die Soviets come up with their 
own equivalent of the stealth cruise, 
there will be substantial pressure in 
the U.S. Congress to spend more 
money on a comprehensive early 
warning system around U.S. borders. 

“We, as Canadians, won’t be 
immune to that pressure,” Ross says. 
"We may get drawn into levels of 
defense expenditures which would 
make any prime minister blanche. 
Worse yet, if we’re not willing to 
defend the northern approaches to 
the continent ourselves, dierc is al- 
ways die danger diat the Americans 
will do it for us." 

Canadian support role 

If die rationale against Canada’s 
involvement with new cruise devcl- 



supporting our NATO allies has lost 
its credibility, says Ramsey, since the 
cruise is a bilateral issue, not covered 
under die umbrella of the NATO 
agreement. 

“The elite in this country believe 
that any kind of support for the U.S. 
is equal loourcommillmcnltoNATO, 
but I diink dicrc’s a growing body of 
public opinion in Canada that says 
our relationship to NATO is ques- 
tionablcat best, and that we shouldn’t 
be engaging in bilateral agreements 
widi the U.S. just because we’re a 
member of NATO." 

Ross asserts dial even if Canada 
wanted to back out from testing the 
new cruise, it has precious little abil- 
ity to do so. The Americans are only 
dependent on Canada for 20 per cent 
of dicir exports, while 80 per cent of 
Canadian trade goes to the U.S. This 
gives Canada little leverage widi 
which to risk American annoyance if 
we “just say no." 

"Leverage?" lie quips. "Leverage 
is a very difficult word to use, juxla- 
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posed to Canada. Leverage is not 
something we really possess. One 
can have a capacity to persuade, one 
can makcargumcntsabout die United 
Slatc’scnlightcncdsclf-inlcrcsl in not 
developing these systems, but lever- 
age, no — that’s not Canadian." 

Canada should limit itself to quiet 
diplomacy, persuasion, lobbying and 
“making the best argument we can as 
to why diis isn’t in die best interest of 
the United Suites," says Ross. 

Canadian peace groups, however, 
disagree. “The real issue here is the 
willingness of the Canadian govern- 
ment to get involved in the arms 
race,” says Ramsey, noting the Min- 
istry of National Defence’s stubborn 
resistance to the thaw in superpower 
relations. 

Former defense minister Perrin 
Beatty’s 1987 while paper on de- 
fense still paints the world in Cold 
War terms, calling the Soviet Union 
an “ideological, political, and eco- 
nomic adversary whose long-term 
aim is to mould the world in ils own 
image.” 

"Even the people of die United 
Slates arc beginning to change dicir 
thinking, widi die rising deficit, the 
new world climate, die Soviet Un- 
ion’s decision to unilaterally widi- 
draw troops from Europe, and the the 
INF treaty. It seems like our own 
government is going 180 degrees in 
die opposite direction,” Ramsay says. 

“We’re going against w'orld pub- 
lic opinion and coordinating our ac- 
tivities widi what the United Suites 
government wanls." 

“The government wanes to enter 
into ancwrcladonship widi dicUnitcd 
States, and part of that involves con- 
doning their foreign policy.

Once we start 
comparing Israeli occupation pol- 
icy, or anything else for that matter, 
to the incomprehensible “banality 
of evil" that the Nazi régime was, 
we desecrate the memory of that 
era. Elizabeth’s trite letter may have 
been written with the best of inten- 
tions (or not), but it quickly shows 
its true colours. 

I for one would agree that certain 
policies of Israel’s occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip arc 
reprehensible. Such a criticism is 
certainly valid, but to couch it in 
terms of an “Israel as Nazi Ger- 
many” metaphor is hateful and must 
be fought against in the strongest 
language. It is very similar to the 
“Zionism as a form of racism" 
‘argument’ which be laughable if it 
was not taken so seriously by anti- 
Semites. Choose your words more 
carefully, N. Elizabeth.
